CSFA ceramics students watched a one-day 
demonstration this month by internationally 
known potter-designer Teruo Hara of Kyoto, 
Japan. Mr. Hara’s visit was in connection 
with the Fine Arts Committee of the People- 
to-People Program. 


Mr. Hara occupies a leading position in con¬ 
temporary Japanese crafts. He has been in¬ 
strumental in introducing original design into 
the traditional field of Japanese ceramics. 
His work has been exhibited in museums and 
galleries of Japan, Europe and the U.S. 

While at CSFA, Mr. Hara gave demonstra¬ 
tions of pottery wheel throwing and hand con¬ 
struction methods, and showed colored slides 
of modern Japanese ceramic pieces. 


The ceramics department scored a big suc¬ 
cess in the student Christmas sale which 
was held December 7 through 11. Almost 
everything except the more expensive items 
were purchased the opening night, but an¬ 
other firing of the kilns replenished the show 
room for further sales.

A HISTORY OF THE ART ASSOCIATION 

( continued) 


Top sculpture award went to CSFA graduate 
student Alvin Light for his "Untitled”. Wil- 
laim T. Wiley and Felix Ruvolo, artist mem¬ 
bers of the SFAA, won second and third 
awards in the painting competition. Honorable 
mentions in painting were won by Carlos 
Villa, student at CSFA, and by Neil Williams, 
alumnus of the school. 


Other artist members represented by oils 
were Katherine Barieau, Nancy Genn, John 
Haley, Ralph Johnson, David Kasmire, Karl 
Kasten, Robert Loberg, Erie Loren, George 
Miyasaki, Emiko Nakano, Sonya Rapoport, 
Louis B. Siegrist, Lundy Siegriest, Davis 
Simpson, Nell Sinton, Joel Smith, Edna 
Stoddart, Sam Tchakalian, and Elizabeth 
Voelker. In sculpture, SFAA artist members 
Tio Giambruni, Art Grant, Ralph Johnson 
and Igor Medvedev were represented. 


CSFA students Joan Brown, Bob Hudson and 
Chuck Saunders exhibited, as did CSFA in¬ 
structor Bruce McGaw.

Arlo Acton, Dimitri Grachis, Jose Lerma, 
Robert McFarland and Keith Metzler. 


Shortly after its founding in 1871, the As¬ 
sociation organized exhibitions of artist mem¬ 
bers’ works. The popularity of these exhibi¬ 
tions soon attracted over 600 members which 
gave the SFAA enough money to lease per¬ 
manent rooms for its activities. 

A Graphic Club was formed by the artist 
members and met weekly for impromptu sketch¬ 
ing and an exchange of art ideas. 

Most of the leading West Coast artists of the 
day exhibited at the Association’s gallery — 
Thomas Hill, William Marple, William Keith, 
Virgil Williams, H. R. Bloomer and others. 

In January of 1873, the SFAA held its sixth 
exhibition. The California Art Gallery, a 
literary magazine of the time, reported the 
event. "... a brilliant and pleasant occa¬ 
sion . . . shows that the Association has be¬ 
come an assured success — for it has become 
fashionable and success is always in fashion. 
We are glad to say that in addition to *our 
most prominent citizens’, a very large number 
of ladies and gentlemen were present who 


can boast no especial prominence - - ■ but 
who are known for taste, culture and love of 
art.” 

Plans for a School of Design were completed 
with a request to purchase plaster casts from 
the Government Museum in Paris. The French 
people through M. Thiers, President of the 
French Republic, offered to donate the casts 
to the School in recognition of the $289,000 
contributed by San Franciscans for the relief 
of wounded French soldiers in the Franco- 
Prussian war. 

A heated article in the Overland Monthly, 
December 1873, chided wealthy citizens for 
not helping the School to obtain adequate 
buildings and guaranteeing faculty salaries. 

In reporting on the French Republic’s dona¬ 
tion, the Monthly commented, ". . . the re¬ 
proach ought not long to remain, that the 
most important aid extended to a society 
seeking to promote the love and study of art 
in California came from a foreign government!”
